When we first heard that the French 
emperor had taken upon himself to change 
the destination of our public dispatch ship, 
the Osage, by ordering that she should not 
go to England and thence return to France, 
according to her original instructions, we

** Monsiegneur!'—Agreeably to the commands 
of your imperial highness, 1 repaned with che let- 
ter of your highness .o the Queen of Eu ruria at 
Aranjuez. It was eight o’cl ck in the morning ; 
the Queer was stillim bed; she rose immediately, 
and bade meener. I delivered your le:ter to her ; 

‘she begged me to wait alittle and said she would 

go and read i: wih the hing and Queen. Half an 

hour afterwards, [saw the queen of Eutruria en- 
ter with the king and queen of Spain. Wis ma 
jesty said, that he thanked your imperial highness 
for the share you had taken in his affliction, which 
was the greater, as his own son was the author «f 
it The king said that the revolution had been 
effected by forgery and corruption, and that the 
principal actors were his son, and Mr. Cabellero, 
minister of justice, that he had been compelied to 
abdicate the throne, in order to save the lives of 
himself and the queen: that he knows that but 
for this, they would have been murdered in the 
course of the night; that the conduct of the Prince 
of Austurias was more shocking, seeing that him- 
self, (the Kieg) having perceived his desire to 
reign, and being himself nearly sixty years of age, 
had agreed to swrender the crown tohim, on his 
marriage taking place with a French Princess, 
which the king ardently desired. The King and 
the Queen should repair to Bajadoz, on the fron- 
tiers of Portugal ; that he had got means to inform 
him that the climate of that country did not suit 
him; that he sought to obtain permission of the 

Emperor to purchase an estate in France, where he 

might end his days. The Queen told me she beg- 

ged of her sgn to postpo:e their journey to Bada- 
jz, that she had not procured this, and that the 
journey was to take place on the ensuing Monday. 

And the moment 1 was departing from their ma- 

jesties, the King said to me, “I have written to 

the Emperor, in whose hand I repose my fate.” 

I wished to send my letter by acourier, but ] know 

no surer means of sending it than by your’s.
